The Returns of Yesterday's Battle Comiug 
in Slowly. 

The returns from the various precincts in St. 
Clair County were very slow in arriving at Belleviile 
this morning, and at noon East St. Louis, Sugar 
Loaf, Summerfield and «a few other small townships 
had failed to send in the returnsr Estimating the 
votes of the precincts not heard from by the result 
of four years ago, Cleveland has carned the county 
by 1.500 votes. The State ticket, especially 
Harrison, for Governor, and Seiter, for 
lieutenant governor polled an unusually larg» vote 
and is credited with a majority of nearly 20,000. 
Dills and Heine, Democrats, and Messic, Republican, 
are elected to the Legislature, Messic being success- 
ful from the fact that the Democrats were allowed 
to place two candidates in the fieid. The 4cratchers 
played sad havoc with the county ticket, no two 
candidates receiving the same vote. Fred E&, 
Schnell, for circuit clerk and R. D. W. Holder, for 
State’s Attorney received the largest vote and each 
had a majority of nearly 2,000. D. J. Canty, for Re- 
corder, fell considerably behind the county ticket 
on accoent of damaging telegrams against him be- 
ing sent from East St. Louis by dissatisfied Demo- 
crats. Mr. Canty, however, has a majority of 
nearly 600. East St. Louis, yet to be heard from, 
will add largely to the majorities of the Demo- 
cratic candidates, but all the other precincts 
missing will give Republican majorities.

A Monotonons Existence—The Daily 
Routine. 
From the Nineteenth Century. 


A monk’s day begins at 4:30 a.m., and that 
breakfast is a very light and hasty matter, 
taken without formality somewhere between 5 
and 9. Noone wili be surprised to hear that 
English stomachs are ready for their principal 
meal at 12:30, Let us go through a ang At 
4:55 precisely—for punctuality isa great mat- 
ter—the big bell begins tolling for matins. 
This is the modern equivalent of what used to 
be called the midnight office. In the thirteenth 
century the hour was 2 a. m., now itis5; in 
some monasteries on the continent itis 4. But 
in those days they went to bed at sundown or 
soon after 6, while we moderns think 9 o’clock 
early. When the tower clock has*ceased strik- 
ing 5 all rise, at a signal given by the superior, 
from the places where _ the have 
been kneeling and waiting in the chan- 
cel, and the matin service begins.

THE COLD WAVE. 


The Present November Weather as Com- 
pared With That of Other Years. 

The cold wave came in earnest yesterday, the 
thermometer this morning registering 28.5° against 
43.5° at the same hour yesterday. Those who an- 
ticipate some cold weather before Thanksgiving 


will not derive much satisfaction from a comparison 
with previous years. In November, 1883, the only 
day at ail frosty was the 15th, when the mercury 
fell to 34.5°. The average for the month was 43.6°. 
In 1882, after the 12th, the average was about the 
freezing point, the average for the month being 44.6°, 
In 1881, the “bot year, the only cold days recorded 
were the 23d with 21°; 24th with 15°, and the 25th 
with 19°. The indications are that there will be little 
change in the present temperature,

The Expense of Being Elected or De- 
feated in New York City. 


Punch and Judy Boxes for the “Workers” 
--Drink, Money and Other Persuasives 
tor “Heelers” —A List of the ‘‘Legitimate”’ 
Items—Total, $1,483,440, 


New Yor, November 5. —In the gray dawn of 
election day about 300 express wagons rattled over 
the pavements of New York, carrying little Punch 
and Judy boxes to the election precincts. As the 
ticket peddlers are not allowed close to the polling 
places these stalls had to be furnished by the can- 
didates for office, that their workers might be on 
the spot. To accommodate the several parties and 
factions required about five booths in each election 
district, which made a total of 3,560 for the city. 
and, at $5 apiece, the cost’ was $17,800. Around 
these were gathered the party workers, who num 
bered twenty-five for each box, making a total of 
17,800 men. Theygot $5 apiece, which called for 
$89,000 for their services alone. When they found 
an undecided man they did not lead 
him to a tree and talk him to death, 
but took him directly to the nearest 
saloon, and gave him all he wanted to drink. The 
good man was grateful, and did as he was directed, 
but the heeler drew on the candidates for the money 
expended. Fifty dollars was not a very big roll 
yesterday, and, supposing that each of the 17,800 
workers had that much, the total fund was $890,000. 
Each worker had a handful of ballots, and it was 
estimated that the cost of printing them was $230,- 
000. This was arrived at by computing that forty- 
six candidates of each of the political par- 
ties expended about $1,000 for personal tickets to be 
distributed at the polls. The combined candidates 
had to meet the following 
PERSONAL EXPENSES: 

Boxes for ticket peddlers, $17,800; services of work- 
ers, $89.000; fund for the heelers, $890,000; cost 
of printing tickets, $230,000; total, $1,226,800. This 
was the cost of the go-as-you-please race of the Re- 
publicans, Democrats, Butlerites, Prohibitionists 
and Factionists, anxious to be Congressmen, Mayor, 
Comptroller, Aldermen, Judge, Coroner, District 
Attorney, Civil Justice or Assemblyman. Each 
candidate was in the hands of his friends,who spent 
his money for him,and his only trouble was drawing 
checks when the several committees made their de- 
mands. The expense varied greatly for the severa 

candidates, being greatest for Mayor, Congressman, 
Comptroller and Judge. It is said that Grace and 
Grant were called upon for about 

$100,000 zaca, 

and Gibbs for $15,000. The Judges of the Court of 
Common Pleas were assessed $10,000. Congressmen 
had to pay according to the closeness of their dis- 

tricts. Some were assessed $350 for each election 

district, and there are seventy-seven in some Con- 

gressional districts, making an item of $3,850, 

which some had to pay toone faction of their 

party. If the County Democracy had the most 

power in aparticular district, they assessed the 

candidate for Congress very heavily, Tammany 

being contented with less, and Irving Hall with still 
less. The same was true of the Republican faction, 
and this money was placed by the committees of 
these several organizations in the hands of trusted 
workers, who used it to the best advantage. 

The printing bills were paid by the candidates in 
person, or by their right hand men, who had charge 
of the canvass for them. The boxes were paid for 
by the party or faction interested, but with money 
collected from the candidates. Assembly aspirants 
paid about $400 into the general expense fund, and 


aldermen paid the same, except 
the would-be presidents of the Alder- 
manic Board, who were assessed $1,000. The 


private expenses incurred by these minor candi- 
dates in dinners and other favors were also great, so 
that few escaped with less than $2,000 expenditure. 
The mayoralty aspirants were put to the additional 
expense of lithographs of themseives. 

The city, county and State bear the expense of re-

At each pafting place are four inspectors at a sal- 
ary of $750 each for five days, or $150 for each 
booth. Two supervisors of election at each polling 
place are paid $5 a day, or $50 for each tooth; two 
clerks at $7 50 for one day makes $15, and the rent, 
which is $5 a day, increases’ the to- 
tal expense See poe place to 
$220.

Previous to the election, the National, State and 
Local Committees and candidates probably expend- 


ed $100,000 for printed documents and postage

- ‘THE BIG NIGHT: 


How 8st. Louisans Received the 
Election Returns Last Evening. 


Fully Ten Thousand People View the Post- 
Dispatch Returns At One Time—A Jolly 
Crowd That Came Early and Stayed 
Nearly All Night—Scenes at the Clubs and 
on the Streete—Going Home in the Morn- 
ing. * 


Long before the polls closed last night crowds, at 
first numbering hundreds but soon swelling to thou- 
sands, assembled in front and in the vicinity of the 
newspaper offices. The whole city seemed to be 
fairly possessed and everybody seemed to antici- 
pate the result. Workmen on their way home from 
the day's labor caught the contagion, if such the in- 
terest prevailing may be termed, and on nearing & 
crowd at some newspaper office or public resort 
joined the crowd, forgot home, supper—in fact 
yielded to the intense enthusiasm. In the early 
part of the evening little attention was paid to the 
local election, and the interest of the crowds was 
altogether centered on the returns from New York 
and other States. The predictions of the Post-D1s- 
PaTCH, early in the afternoon, prepared even 


the most doubtful for the cheering 
and glorious . news which came iater. 
The ent of the Post-Dispatce in posting 


bulletins as fast as the returns came in was enthusi- 
asticaily appreciated ‘by the vast multitude, who 
cheered and gave utterance to their satisf. by 
various flattering comments. The ments 
were compiete in every cietail. On the sidewalk at the 
west end of the Post-Dispatcn building a stout and 
commodious platform, flush with the second story, 
was erected. Acrose the width of Market street was 
stretched a mammoth cloth screen, held by guy 
ropes attached to the building east of the Post-Dis- 
PATCH and the telegrap! pole on the south side. The 
screen hung at a height of thirty-five feet from 
the street level. an altitude that madethe showing 
lainly visible to the naked eye at a distance of two 
Clocks, east and west. From __—ithe 
form @ magic  ilantern, operated by 
calcium lights, reflected the returns, in big plain 
letters, on the screen. Despite the wind that pre- 
vailed almost continuously, the arrangement work- 
ed successfully. 


EXPERIENCED MEN 
were in charge of the lantern and handled the slides 
on which the returns were written in a manner that 


satisfied the eager, — ngs. Each bul- 
letin was first displayed on the east side, 
and then on the west, e@ crowd 
being pretty well divided oon either 


side. During the intermissions, while were 
being written as fast as received vy the telegraph 
operators, over special wires leading into the office, 
fine views were exhibited, thus affording cntertain- 
ment to the crowd, who expressed their pleasure by 
vociferous cheers. Of ail the views, however, none 


sO p the crowd and worked 
it up to a fairly frantic pitch 
of enthusiastic excitement at the icture 


of Cleveland. Shout after shout went up, piercing 
and prolonged, echoing for blocks around. Words 
cannot describe the man.festation of the vast assem- 
blage in this r t. This enthusiasm was only 
ne by the derision expressed by the crowd 
when Liaines picture was exhibited. The derisive 
hisses apd groans changed quickly to deafeni 
shouts when the picture of the Plu 
Kuight was turned upside down. 
The crowd readily seized upon the meaning of this 
and cried, “You bet, Blaine is downed.” A _ pert 
looking chicken labelled “Belva Lockwood's hen,” 
evoked uproarieus laughter, which also greeted a 
caricature of Ben Butler. Next to the picture of 
Cleveland the Post-Dispatcu’s rooster, with the 
words, “Iam waiting for daylight,” underneath, 
provoked ¢he crowd to cheers. 

As early as2 o'clock in the afternoon the Post 
DispaTcH'’s audience began assembling, the first 
ones on the spot being attracted by the operations 
of the men engaged in erecting the platform and 
nauging up the screen. As the work progressed the 
crowd increased, and before dusk nearly a thousand

Several hundred people stood on 
the corner of Third and Chestnut, but remained 
there only a short time, ferring the more accu- 
rate returns at the Post-Dispatcs office. 

At the beadquarters of the Democratic State Com- 
mittee there wasa large gathering of prominent 
Democrats. Dr. Shields, chairman of the com- 
mittee, received pri vate dispatches from the various 
States. Every telegram was read to the crowd by

Long after 
the Post-DispaTcH and the other newspaper offices 
had ceased posting returns the crowds lingered 
around, many weuding tosir way to oons 
and other resorts. Democrats who felt 
contident of victory gave expression to their feelings 
by jnbilant shouts, while many despondent Repub- 
licans practically acknowledged defeat by ying 
bets, When the crowds siarted homeward t reg- 
war cars did not afford adequate accomodation 
and some of the lines put on extracars.
